COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

THE Musical Drama of Guy Mannering was repeated last 
night to one of the thinest houses we have seen for a long time 
till after the half-price. Mr.Rayner was greatly applauded as Dan- 
die Dinmont, and was called forward afterthe curtain fell. Mr. 
Collins introduced two songs, besides “ Scots wha,’’ the latter 
was rapturously encored, being the only song in the piece on 
which that honor was conferred. The afterpiece was Quasi- 
modo; or, the Gypsey Girl of Notre Dame. 

ADELPHI.—Last night, at thisTheatre, after Buckstone’s Drama, 
called Rienzt, a new Farce, entitled The Balance of Comfort ; 
or, to marry or not to marry, was acted for the first time, and 
received with great laughter and applause. The aim of the au- 
thor, (Mr. Raymond, as we hear,) seems to have been to shew, 
that although the balance of comfort between a married and a 
single life is very nicely poised, yet that the advantage certain\y 
is on the married side, for as husbands are governed by their 
wives, so bachelors are governed by their housekeepers, and if 
he is a man to be governed, he had better take his governess from 
the hands of the parson. To exemplify this, we have two mar- 
ried men, and two old bachelors, the former with termagant 
wives, and the latter with domineering housekeepers, and from 
the pictures he has drawn of the ladies, the author does not seem to 
entertain a high opinion of the fair sex. The Farce contains good 
comic situations, and having the advantage of being well acted, 
went off with spirit; we cannot, however, say much for the wit of 
the dialogue, for the great point in Buckstone’s character was to 
réneat to satiety, “I never ! did you ever ?” which seemed the 
grect joke of the piece,& from the drollery of his manner, certainly 
elicited considerable mirth. Vining had a part quite unworthy 
him, and Webster did the best he could with a bad part. It is 
but justice to state that a Mr. Attwood acted a part of a stable 
man, (in which he had not 20 words to say) excellently. When
